There were no traces of vestment 
or clothing, but owing to the smal! size 
of the coffin, which was only 41 inche 
jong, 16 inches wide, and 11 tnehes 
deep, it is thought practically tertain 
that the remains are those ~ of 
Remigius, who was traditionally noted 


for his smal) stature 

Remigius, who assisted William the 
Conqueror in his invasion of Nngland 
was described in contemporary 
chronicles as ‘‘dwarfish in stature 
dark in) complexion, undignified in 
uspect.”* William of Malmesbury 
wrote of him: ‘‘Nature seemed to have 
formed him to snow that the noblest 
spirit might dweil in the most wretch 
ed body.” 

Discontented with a cathedral plant 
ed in # small vil e ut the extreme 
end of his Mercian diocese, it is r 
corded that Remigius obtained 4 
liam’s licence to transfer his see to 
Lineoin There he built a cathedral 
on the hilltop 

Regun about 1074, the church was 
ready for consecration in 1082 The 
exact day was fixed, but Remigtus 
died suddenly three day before the 
ceremony, and was buried in the un
